Line, arose from there 
being two ports of-the same name 
in South America, one being 
Punta Aronas at Costa Rica, ‘and: 
the other being a port of the same 
name at Chilo, it being alleged by 
a local firm, of silk inerchants, that 
they desfred the goods to be land- 
ed at the Chile“ port while -they 
were, In fact, Janded at Costa 
Rica, where theztwere eventually 
sold by the Government to defray 
storage charges, a8, there was no 
claimant, ~ fe: ‘ ‘ 
“The plaintiff "was Watanma 
Boolchand, of. 18.and 20, On Lan 
Street, who claimed, from the de- 
fendants the sum of $591.25. The 
money was claimed a8 damages 
for breach of a contract in writ- 
ing, dated July 30, 1926, for the 
carringe of the goods to Punta 
Arenas, which the defendants fall- 
ed to deliver. The money was 
alternatively,,claimed. a8 damages 
for conversion by wrongful dale, 
or for breach. of duty and contract 
In failing to’ make , enquiries, and 
gelling without the knowledge of 
the plaintiffs. at 

Mr. M, M, Watson was for the 
plaintilt, while Mr. G. S. Hugh 
Jones conducted the defence. 

In making his final- submissions 
Mr. Hugh Jones referred to, the 
fact that two’ witnesses from the 
shipping company had said. that 
they: received instructions to ship 
the goods to Punta Arenas, Costa 
Rien. © That was a result of 
enquiries they made at the time. 
They further said that the plain-' 
tift’s representative, who went to 
the shipping office, was, not the 
man who the plaintiff said had 
attended. ‘The highest that the 
plaintiff could put his own case 
was’ that he stipulated. Punta 
Arenas with no direction as to 
which place as he did not claim to 
have: given specific Snatructions 
that Chile was intended.

Mr: Hugh Jones went on to say 
that there would be no incentive 
for the shipping company to take 
the enrgo to anothar port and the 
question to be answered was why 
were the goods sent to the Costa 
Rica. port Instend of Chile. .

They also had evidence ‘of ‘a 
defendant employee that he had 
never before slipped ‘such ‘ goods 
to the Chile port while such goods 
were often sent to Costa Rica.
